Living Costs Rise .5% 
Third Straight Month 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
cost of living rose 0.5 per cent 
for the third straight month in 
August, reflecting higher prices 
for clothing, gasoline, fruits 
and v eg etab les, the L abor 
D epartm ent 
reported 
today. 
The consum er price increase 
translates into an annual in­ 
flation rate of 6 per cent, larger 
than adm inistration economists 
had expected. President Ford 
has projected an inflation rate 
of 5 per cent for 1976. 
C om bined w ith 
a 
slight 
decline in pay, the August price 
increase cut into the average 
w orker’s real spendable e arn ­ 
ings by 0.3 per cent. Real 
earnings have declined 0.6 per 
cent over the past year 
Although food prices rose 
only a slight 0.3 per cent during 
August, the figures indicated1 
co n su m ers w ere not 
fully 
benefiting from recent declines 
in food prices on the wholesale 
m arket. 
Service prices rose 0.6 per 
cent for the third consecutive 
month and the prices of goods 
other than food also climbed 0.6 


per cent for the second straight 
month 
A dm inistration 
economists 
were anticipating that lower 
food prices would bring some 
m oderation in the n a tio n ’s 
inflation rate prior to the Nov. 2 
election. Most public opinion 
polls have identified inflation as 
the voters’ No. 1 concern 
A decline in m eat prices 
during August, however, failed 
to offset rising prices for fruits, 
vegetables, apparel, autom obi­ 
les, gasoline, motor oil, fuel oil 
and coal. 
The Consumer Price Index 
stood at 171.9 in August, an 
increase of 5.6 per cent over a 
year ago.

Publicizing Corruption 


In his recent go-around with President Ford 
over the question of whether FBI director 
Clarence Kelley should have been fired because 
he accepted gifts from subordinates and let 
bureau agents 
perform certain interior 
decorating 
services 
in 
his 
apartm ent, 
Democratic presidential candidate Jim m y 
Carter made a good point 
People have a right to ask, he said, ‘‘if the big 
>hots in Washington get by with it, why can’t 1° 
What sort of inducement is that to young 
people not to break the law'’" 
Now it may be impossible to prove that 
misconduct by public officials encou ages the 
same on the part of the ordinary citizen, and in 
Kelley’s case there were, at lease in the 
President’s estimation, a number of extenuating 
circumstances. 


But certainly, the belief that elected and ap­ 
pointed officials are “getting by with it” on a 
irand scale is one cause 
of 
Americans 
widespread disgust with governm ent and 
politics. 
The fact is, however, that since 1970 something 
like 1.000 federal, state and local government 
officials 
have 
been 
convicted 
on 
federal 
corruption charges involving extortion, bribery 
kickbacks and other abuses 
This was revealed last month by Assistant 
Attorney General Richard L Thornburgh In 
hght of the Kelley affair, and Mr Carter’s a t­ 
tempt to make a little political hay out of it, what 
Thornburgh said before bears repeating. 
The cases he cited were not minor ones by any 


means 
At the federal level, for example, and ex­ 
cluding the Watergate offenders, convictions 
were obtained during this period against a sitting 
vice 
president, 
a 
half-dozen 
members 
of 
Congress, a number of congressional aides and a 
judge of the court of appeals Also on the federal 
list were high-ranking officials of such agencies 
as the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development 
and 
the 
Small 
Business 
Administration 
At the state level, high-ranking officials in­ 
cluded a 
governor, 
state judges, 
cabinet 
members and legislators 
And at the local level, scores of mayors, 
councilmen, county executives, law enforcement 
officials and political leaders were convicted of 
crimes involving the betrayal of their public 
trust 
All of which presents something of a dilemma: 
Should this startling number of convictions be 
publicized, or should it not0 
On the one hand, it makes it appear as if 
corruption truly is rampant in government — 
although Thornburgh took pains to emphasize 
that this was not necessary so, but rather was 
the result of more energetic prosecution by the 
Justice Department. 
On the other hand, to ignore it or downplay it 
would be to permit the public to go on believing 
that everybody in government is “getting by 
with it.” 
We just hope that the Justice Department 
continues its vigorous activities, regardless of 
which presidential candidate wins the election. 
Poor Presidential Issue

WASHINGTÓN — The issue 
of abortion—as an issue in a 
presidential 
cam paign—is 
getting completely out of hand. 
It is high time to sidetrack this 
emotional 
and 
essentially 
irrelevant controversy, and to 
get back to issues that are 
presidential in fact 
The abortion issue is being 
hotlv pursued by a relatively 
sm all group of unusually 
zealous persons, most of them 
fervent Catholics 
Their sin­ 
cerity cannot be challenged, 
that is the mark of zealous 
advocates in any field, that they 
believe deeply in their cause 
The “right-to-lifers” who are 
charging Jimmy Carter with 
“murder” are convinced of the 
moral 
rectitude 
of 
their 
position, and their right to pas­ 
sionate expression has to be re­ 
spected. 


But that position does not 
have to be agreed 
with 
Evidently 
not all Catholics 
agree with the hierarchical 
view. My mail brings opposing 
arguments from an organiza­ 
tion 
Catholics 
for a 
Free 
Choice, whose members em­ 
phatically disagree Obviously 
¡he zealots of women’s libera - 
do not agree And for every 
p e rj.n 
who 
is 
absolutely 
against a right of abortion, or 
absolutely for a right of abor- 
tion, ,nen must be a hundred 
oersons wnose inchoate views 
iie uneasily in between. 


I COUNT MYSELF in this 
large number Mr. Carter and 
President Ford are in the same 
big boat. As Justice Byron 
White remarked in his dissent 
to Roe v Wade, this is^m issue 
“over which reasona&le men 
may easily and heatedly dis- 


agree ” There are rational 
arguments in behalf of the 
woman who is pregnant with an 
unwanted child; and there are 
rational arguments in behalf of 
the unborn infant capable of 
survival beyond the womb. It is 
arrogant nonsense to contend 
that one side has all the valid 
arguments and the other side 
has none 
One difficulty is that the issue 
involves questions of both 
theology and law 
I cannot 
speak to the first point, but I 
can speak with certain convic­ 
tion to the second: Neither the 
Catholics, nor the members of 
any other denomination, have a 
right to impose their theology 
upon a free people through 
amendment of the supreme law 
of the land. The Constitution 
flatly forbids any religious test 
as a qualification for public 
office; it flatly forbids any law 
respecting an establishment of 
religion To write the “Catholic 
position against abortion” Into 
the Constitution would be pro­ 
foundly wrong. 


This is not to say that the anti­ 
abortionists have no right to 
advocate 
am endm ent. 
Of 
course they do. In a free 
country, people can advocate 
any constitutional folly they 
have a mind to. Their proposed 
amendment says that with re­ 
spect to the right to life, the 
word “person” as used in the 
Constitution 
“applies to all 
human beings, including their 
unborn offspring at every stage 
of their biological development, 
irrespective of age, health, 
function, 
or 
condition 
of 
dependency. ” 


A SECOND SECTION of the 
proposed am endm ent would 
say that “no unborn person 
shall be deprived of life by any 


person,” provided that excep­ 
tions may be made “to prevent 
the death of the mother” or in 
emergency situations “when a 
reasonable medical certainty 
exists that continuation of the 
pregnancy will cause the death 
of the mother ” 
It may well be true, as a 
matter of theology, that a 
“person” or a ‘‘human being" 
exists from the instant of con­ 
ception. but the validity of this 
concept is a matter for theo­ 
logians and not for presidential 
candidates 
In refusing to 
support any such constitutional 
amendment. Messrs Ford and 
Carter stand on sound ground 
They stand on constitutional 
tradition; and they remind us of 
the time when teetotalers in 
another area of human conduct, 
through the Eighteenth Amend­ 
ment. unhappily imposed their 
m oral rectitude upon 
the 
supreme law of the land 
Only on peripheral questions, 
involving the expenditure of 
public funds, is abortion in any 
sense a presidential issue The 
candidates reasonably may be 
aked if they approve, or dis­ 
approve, of* permitting a poor 
woman on welfare to obtain an 
abortion through Medicaid. 
(Mr 
C arter says he dis­ 
approves) The same question 
rationally may be asked of a 
National H ealth Insurance

WASHINGTON — During my 
recent travels I conversed with 
some of the most brilliant, 
pragmatic, iron-nerved James 
Bond types specializing in 
counter-intelligence and anti­ 
terrorist operations for their 
governm ent. In one fam ed 
continental capital I was their 
guest To my utter delight I 
learned they had one of the best 
wine cellars abroad

home to note a headline reading 
“Director of FBI Target of

apartment. 
D irector Clarence Kelley, 
now 64, a deacon of the Chris­ 
tian church and like 
Gov. 
Carter, who wants him fired, a 
former Sunday school teacher, 
wouldn’t misappropriate a 13- 
cent stamp 
Actually U.S. Secretary of the 
Treasury William Simon, who 
directs the Secret Service, tells 
me there was no more practical 
or less expensive fashion in 
which to build these valances. 
Literally Director Kelley saved 
— not wasted — the govern­ 
ment money, manpower and 
security 
KELLEY WON’T TELL the 
story. It’s simpler to write a 
$335 check and forget it — if 
President Ford’s political oppo­ 
nents permit. Here’s what Bill 


Simon told me the other day 
when I asked him to tell me, as 
the cabinet member in charge 
of the Secret Service, if he 
would have fired Kelley had the 
FBI chief been under his 
jurisdiction instead of Atty.

wouldn’t. I think ... you’ll find it

In 
this year, the FBI, according to 
its documents, handled 7,946 
cases within the civil rights 
crim inal statu tes. F u rth er, 
there were another 1,238 cases 
of alleged discrim ination 
in 
housing, another 1,477 cases 
under the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 prohibiting discrimination 
in em ploym ent, education, 
public facilities and places of 
public accommodation. 
Effectiveness in these fields 
doesn’t spring from some civil 
service attorney researching 
the record. It takes field work 
— often dangerous. In bombing 
attacks, for example 
And there is a vast area of 
white-collar crime into which 
the FBI has recently thrown 
special “desks.” These squads 
now are piercing Medicaid and 
Social Security and welfare 
fraud — thus aiding the aged 
and the poor. The battle is on 
against vast thievery and 
forging of securities on which 
many depend for old age in­ 
come. 
And if that’s of no interest to 
the scalp hunters, what of the 
F B I’s attack on organized 
crime? What of the investiga­ 
tion, indictment and conviction 
of such tough dons as Kansas 
City’s Nick Civella, Detroit’s 
Tony Zerilli and St. 
Louis 
syndicate power Tony Giar- 
dano? Most of these needed 
only to dial a phone to get action 
from “controlled” unions. 
In all there were 1,417 convic­ 
tions of racketeers. By year’s 
end (June 30, 1975) there were 
1,800 alleged gangsters in the 
court pipelines. Not bad. Fair 
return on $40 (or $35) worth of 
valances.

paying cash came off as quaint 
if not downright tacky. 
It is up to consumer groups 
pushing the cash discount 
concept to deal with that

One step would be for con­ 
sumer groups to issue rebate 
cards. For want of a better 
name, 
le t’s 
call 
them 
CashAmerica cards. Here’s the 
way the system works: 
A customer who pays cash is 
entitled to a discount. 
But 
rather than receive it on the 
spot, he hands the clerk his 
CashAmerica card. Then he 
signs a rebate slip and at the 
end of the month he gets a 
discount check in the mail. 
To make money even more 
prestigious, the customer who 
uses his CashAmerica cards 
might be required to show two 
other forms of identification 
and to stand around while the 
clerk gets telephonic confirma­ 
tion that he is entitled to a 
discount. 
Once cash transactions are 
sufficiently enmeshed in red 
tape, money may again become 
our preeminent medium 
of 
exchange.

Bankruptcy Auction Held 
Of Former Queen's Jewels 


LOS A N G E LE S > C P I) - The 
jewels that adorned a queen of 
Egypt flashed and sparkled in a 
federal courtroom and drew 
curious stares — but would not 
draw enough money to pay the 
debts of commoners who lived 
royally. 
Fathia Ghali. former prin­ 
cess of Egypt and sister of the 
late King Farouk. looked on 
im passively 
Monday 
as 
a 
Bankruptcy Court judge tried 
to auction off the jewels of her 
mother — former Queen Nazli 
Fouad — to pay $310.000 in 
debts 
Although the fam ily had 
valued them at $500,000, jewel 
dealers would not bid more 
than $180,000 
Judge James Moriarty and 
the attorney for businessmen 
holding the jewels as collateral 
rejected the offers as too low 
The lenders can retain the 
jewels, or search for a pur­ 
chaser w ho will pay more 
Mrs 
Ghali, 45, wearing 
costume jewelry and 
rings, 
leaned forward tight-lipped 
when, aided by a woman 
television reporter 
who dis­ 
played them, the judge offered 
for sale a set of diamond and 
ruby necklace, pendant and 
earrings. 
It drew a high bid of $140,000 
•Those are pigeon-blood ru­ 
bies.” 
she 
whispered 
“ My 
father chose them one by one 
for my mother 
They are 
beautiful pieces and worth 
much more than that." 
Her father was King Fouad I, 
who ruled Egypt from 1922 until 


he died in 1936 
A necklace of emeralds as big 
as pullet eggs set in platinum 
drew a bid of $50,000 By stages, 
bidding for the whole collection 
rose to $180,000 and went no 
higher 
The rubies and diamonds 
were purchased by my father 
more than 40 years ago. They 
were never part of the crown 
jewels They were just in the 
family." 
The Egyptian crown jewels 
remained in Egypt when King 
Farouk was deposed by an 
Army officers revolt in 1952. 
Farouk stripped the former 
princess and the queen mother 
of 
their 
titles 
and 
royal 
allowances in 1950 because the 
princess, than 19, insisted on 
marrying a 
Christian 
com­ 
moner. an Egyptian diplomat, 
and the queen gave her ap­ 
proval . 
For awhile, they lived lavish­ 
ly, in a 28-room Beverly Hills 
Mansion and a Hawaiian villa. 
Following her separation 
from Ghali, it was discovered 
the 
fam ilv 
had 
borrowed 
heavily, owing $100,000 a year 
in interest alone on its debts, 
and had no income. 
In 
1973, 
they 
filed 
for 
bankruptcy. For awhile, the 
former princess worked as a 
servant (“ it was the only thing I 
could do, having no college 
background” ). 
Now, 
with 
financial help from wealthy 
friends, she and the former 
queen mother, 
now 
81 and

Desegregation Order 
Stay To Be Appealed 


C LEV ELA N D (U P I) - An 
appellate court judge's stay of 
execution on a federal desegre­ 
gation order against the Cleve­ 
land Schools will be appealed 
today 
or 
Wednesday, 
an 
NAACP attorney vowed Mon­ 
day, a few hours after the stay 
was granted 
Thomas Atkins said U S. 
Appeals Judge Paul C. Weick’s 
stav of a desegregation order 
issued Aug 31 by U S District 
Court Judge Frank J. Battisti 
was “ without precedent and 
without hope " 
Atkins said the N A A C P, 
whose suit prompted Battisti’s 
order, would ask chief Circuit 
Judge Harry Phillips to set 
aside Weick's ruling. 
Weick’s 11-page ruling meant 
no action could be taken on 
Battisti's order pending the 
Cleveland School Board’s full 
appeal to the 6th Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati. 
Weick, a resident of Akron 
but a member of the Cincinnati 
court, found "exceptional cir­ 
cumstances" upon which to 
base his ruling, including the 
financial implications. 
‘‘The board presently is 
without funds needed either to 
purchase buses or to provide 
for their operation," his opinion 
said 
Thus the very operation 
of the public schools would be in 
direct violation of the in­ 
junction.” 
The school board’s motion to 
Weick estimated it would cost 


$45 million the first year to buy 
and 
operate 
buses. 
Battisti 
gave the school board and the 
state, both found guilty of in- 
tentially fostering and main­ 
taining a 
segregated school 
system. 90 days to come up with 
desegregation plans 
Weick’s ruling said the school 
board did everying possible 
outside of busing to integrate 
the schools and it found genuine 
grounds for the board's stated- 
fear that massive pupil reas­ 
signment would lead to an 
exodus of whites 
According to Weick. paying 
the 
special 
master 
Battisti 
appointed 
to 
oversee 
desegregation planning and 
going ahead with the planning 
would result in "needless cost” 
while an appeal was underway. 
Atkins said he saw no reason 
to discontinue planning if 
Weick’s 
order was 
vacated 
within ten days to two weeks. 


"In dealing with the rights of 
children and their parents and 
guardians in school desegrega­ 
tion cases the courts are facing 
a very sensitive area,” Weick’s 
opinion said. "Parents of white 
and black children are vitally 
concerned with the welfare and 
safety of their children and the 
need for quality education 


‘The public interest requires 
that the appellants rights be 
exhuasted in a case so im­ 
portant and far reaching as the 
one before us,” it concluded.

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Dave Kingman Is 'Big Swinger'; 
Leads Mets In HRs, Strike Outs 
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NEW YO RK (U P I) — Every 
time I see Dave Kingman take 
one of those King Kong swings 
of his and miss the ball, I can’t 
help thinking how much values 
have changed, yes, even in 
baseball, where hardly any­ 
thing ever changes 
Years ago, ballplayers felt 
personally humiliated anytime 
they struck out. I can still see 
Babe Ruth hanging his head 
after taking a third strike 
Mickey Mantle would come 
close to kicking a hole in the 
water cooler and Tony Kubek 
used to be so self-conscious 
after striking out, he'd run all 
the way back to the dugout 
dragging the bat in his hand. 
The player everyone mar­ 
veled at in that regard was Joey 
Sewell, who played for the 
Cleveland Indians and New 
York Yankees and who made 
contact with the ball better than 
anybody you ever saw. Sewell 
still holds the major league 
record for the fewest strikeouts 
in one season, having fanned 
onlv four times in 608 times up 
in 1925. 
Three times over the course 
of a season, he struck out only 
four times and once only three 
times 
I can still see him 
standing up there at plate He 
was a little left-handed hitter 
only five feet six inches and he 
crouched slightly. Anything but 
a pushover as a hitter, Sewell 
fashioned a .312 lifetime figure 
in 14 seasons. He was so good at 
getting a piece of the ball, that 
in the 7,132 official times he 
went to bat in the big leagues, 
he struck out only 114 times.

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A STRANGE FISH 
Can you name the fish that 
16 canine teeth in its lower 
was believed to grow from 
slender pieces of grass, and is 
named after an ancient war 
weapon? 
If you guessed anything but 
the northern pike, your pisca­ 
torial knowledge needs to be 
enhanced. 
No fish has inspired more 
mystery about itself than the 
northern pike. Early literature 
refers to the pike as Luce, the 
waterwolf, and 
historical 
ac­ 
counts show this fish to have 
been a vicious predator, the 
subject of much mythology and 
misunderstanding 
of 
its 
true 
character. 
As an example, early day 
naturalists explained the intro­ 
duction of pike into new waters 
by saying that the fish obviously 
grew from pieces of grass nur­ 
tured by the sun in shallow 
water.

D E A R R E A D E R - I wish 
your problem were that sim­ 
ple but it is not Your loss of 
energy may be related to your 
emphysema. When the lungs 
do not function well for any 
reason and there is not enough 
oxygen provided to the body it 
will cause fatigue. 
The food you eat contains 
energy, originating at some 
point from the sun 
The 
energy literally glues the 
atoms together that made the 
food The cycle starts with the 
plants. They trap carbon diox­ 
ide and water and combine 
them into carbohydrate, using 
solar energy to do the trick In 
the process they release ox­ 
ygen Animals, including two 
legged ones, use oxygen to 
reverse the process, releasing 
carbon dioxide and water and 
the energy originally used to 
fo rm the ca rb o h yd ra te 
Proteins and fats are just 
further modifications of the 
o rig in a l carbohydrate in 
nature's scheme of manufac­ 
turing foods 
When you cannot provide 
enough oxygen to the cells you 
can’t do this and that means 
you can’t release enough 
energy from food regardless 
of what or how much you eat. 
The same principle applies to 
anemia and heart disease. 
Any condition that interferes 
with the healthy process of 
providing oxygen to the cells 
interferes with the release of 
energy and can cause fatigue. 
Carbohydrates and many 
proteins require less oxygen 
to metabolize them. For that 
reason I would think a diet 
that is low in fat, but includes 
sufficient carbohydrates plus 


good quality protein, would be 
your best choice. 
I'd lik e to point out, 
however, that any more than 
your daily normal vitamin in­ 
take that you should get from 
a balanced diet, or from a 
simple all purpose daily 
vitamin tablet, will not in­ 
crease your energy.

good food calories to begin 
with If that were not true we 
could all just take vitamin 
tablets and 
forget about 
eating entirely.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — On 
Sept. 15, President Ford for­ 
mally opened his election 
campaign, nine days later than 
the usual Labor Day kickoff. 
The second event of his cam­ 
paign will be his appearance 
Thursday night with Jimmy 
Carter in the first of the 1976 
p re s id e n tia l 
can d id ate 
“ debates.” 
Not until mid-October, Ford’s 
campaign strategists say, will 
the President really start full- 
scale campaigning outside Wa­ 
shington. Until then he will 
mostly remain in the capital, 
taking maximum advantage of 
the attention a President can 
get merely by signing bills, 
greeting visitors, issuing state­ 
ments and talking to White 
House reporters. 
On the basis of the bulk of 
American political history, this 
kind of campaign doesn’t offend 
tradition. It wasn’t until well 
into the 
20th Century that 
presidential candidates com­ 
monly 
traveled 
around 
the 
country seeking votes. 
The 
argument 
that 
the 
President needs to be in 
Washington to do his job well is 
not very persuasive in view of 
the facilities available to the 
chief executive. 
He has the transportation to 
go anywhere in the country and 
return in a single day And even 
when he is absent from the 
White 
House, 
all 
its 
com­ 
munications and services are 
instantly available to him. 
There are more practical 
political reasons why Ford is 
staying in Washington. The 
first is that he came to the of­ 
fice 
by 
appointment, 
not 
election, 
and 
one 
of 
his 
problems is to demonstrate that

he can capably perform the job. 
It is logical to try to make the 
impression of competence and 
experience in the setting of the 
Whitt House. 
A second reason for Ford to 
hold back is timing. He is not 
the type of politician whose 
very presence whips up crowd 
enthusiasm and creates cam­ 
paign momentum. 
He seems to do better, as 
demonstrated 
by 
his 
ac­ 
ceptance speech in 
Kansas 
City, 
when 
he 
prepares 
carefully 
for 
public 
ap­ 
pearances. So he is delaying his 
personal campaigning until the 
last weeks of the contest, when 
selected personal visits may 
make the difference between 
winning or losing an important 
state. 
The third element is money. 
Both campaigns 
have $21.8 
million to spend before Nov. 2. 
A traveling campaign is expen­ 
sive, and the Ford people are 
using their money first this 
year trying to organize at the 
state and local levels and find 
voters friendly to the President. 
For the candidate of a party 
that has only 22 per cent of the 
public willing to identify with it, 
this is important. 
Carter has criticized Ford’s 
campaign strategy, contending 
in effect that the President is 
hiding from the people. Aside 
from the political reasons for 
that approach, it also raises the 
question of whether the voters 
have, or feel they have, a right 
to expect the presidential 
candidates to show up in person 
every fourth autumn. 
The question, for whatever it 
is wortn, won’t be answered by 
the candidates. The reply will 
come from the voters on Nov. 2.

He celebrates his fifth birth­ 
day today with the hope he may 
Milk Support 
Boosted Cent 
Per Gallon 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
- 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz has announced an in­ 
crease of about one cent a 
gallon in government milk 
supports, effective Oct. 1, but 
predicted it would have only 
“ minimal” impact on con­ 
sumer prices. 
Retail prices for most dairy 
products currently are above 
the new support levels, Butz 
said in a statement Monday. 
The agriculture secretary 
said the support floor for 
manufacturing-grade 
milk, 
which is currently $8 13 per 
hundred pounds, will be raised 
to $8.26 on Oct. 1, the beginning 
of the third quarter of the 
current 1976-77 aairy marketing 
year. 
Since a gallon of milk weighs 
8.6 pounds, the hike of 13 cents 
per hundred pounds amounts to 
1.1 cents a gallon. 
Butz said he ordered the 
increase partly to help farmers 
offset rising costs for feed, 
equipment and other items, but 
also to help prevent a slide in 
milk production this winter 
because of recent droughts. 
“ Many (dairy farmers) will 
have greater than normal costs 
of 
production 
this 
winter 
because they have been forced 
to feed their hay supply as a 
substitute for pasture during 
this year’s drought,’’ Butz said. 
He said the new $8.26 support 
will equal 80 per cent of the 
“ fair” parity standard for milk. 
The old $8 13 floor was equal to 
80 per cent of parity when it was 
initially set last April 1, but 
because the parity standard is 
tied to rising farm costs, it now 
takes $8.26 to equal the same 80 
per cent of oaritv

A member of the scientific 
team caring for David, who has 
lived in sterile isolation longer 
than any other human, Monday 
said a miniature space suit will 
soon be used for short periods to 
allow the child out of his 
laboratory-like living area.

Primeaux,

sciences engineer at the John­ 
son Space Center, said the child 
may be wearing the isolation 
garment for brief periods by 
December. 
“ Right now he never leaves 
the isolation room which he 
lives in. If he does, he leaves in 
an isolation bubble that he can 
be transported in to stay at his 
home. 
“ With this unit he will be able 
to transfer, maintain a sterile 
environment, and move into the 
space suit,” Primeaux said 
The suit can be worn for up to 
four hours and will filter out 
bacteria and viruses. Space 
engineers and medical person­ 
nel will teach him how to use it 
and the pushcart power pack­ 
age 
“ Within the confines of his 
transporter which maintains 
air, he wilf be able to walk 
around, pick up things and do a 
little bit closer what a normal 
child will do,” said Primeaux. 
“ Now he cannot walk through a 
zoo, walk around the block and 
do these sorts of things.” 
The suit costs about $1,700 
and the child will be able to use 
the first one for six to eight 
months before outgrowing it. 
“ The parents want 
this 
system very badly for David,” 
Primeaux said. 
David’s identity has been 
kept secret from all but a few. 
Doctors have searched for a 
treatment that would free the 
child from his isolated en- 
viroment, while hoping he 
might outgrow the sex-linked 
genetic disorder that robs the 
body of any germ-fighting 
ability. An older brother died of 
the same disease at 7 months. 
“Little David was sent here 
fora purpose, not just to fill our 
lives,” his mother once said. 
"He’s doing work; he’s helping 
the doctors. They have learned 
quite a bit from him.”

HEW File Suit Against 
Seven School Systems 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare began legal 
proceedings Monday against 
seven western and northern 
school systems, including two 
in Ohio, it said were violating 
federal civil rights laws. 
The proceedings ultimately 
could lead to a cutoff of federal 
aid, although HEW seldom has 
used the cutoff in recent years. 
The seven school districts 
were: 
School district No. 89 May­ 
wood, 111.; River Rouge City 
school and the school district of 
the City of Saginaw, both in 
Michigan; Lima City schools 
and Princeton City 
schools 
(near Cincinnati), both in Ohio; 
O ntario School district in 
Oregon, and 
Mount 
Adams 
School District No. 209, White 
Swan, Wash. 
Each of the school systems 
was told it would be given an 
opportunity for a hearing 
before an administrative law 
judge, 
because efforts to 
achieve voluntary compliance 
with Title VI of the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act had been unproduc­ 
tive. 
These proceedings could last 
for several months, said Martin 
H. Gerry, director of HEW’s 
Office for Civil Rights. 
Other enforcement proceed­ 
ings might be announced soon 
as a result of a court order 
issued July 20 by US. District 
Judge John Sirica, an HEW 
spokesman said. Under that 
order Sirica gave HEW 60 days 
to wind up investigations of 14 
school systems. 
The Lima, Saginaw, May­ 
wood and River Rouge systems 
were cited because of their 
policies for assignm ent of 
teachers and students, HEW 
said. 
Princeton was cited for its 
policy for teacher assignment. 
Mount Ad^ms was cited for 
noncompliance with Title VI in 
its special education program 
and its policy on recruitment 
and hiring of teachers. 
Ontario was cited because of 
its policy for recruitment and 


hiring of teachers. 


F o rm a l 
e n fo rc e m e n t 
proceedings have been initiated 
against about 20 other northern 
and western school districts 
this year, an HEW spokesman 
said, but the last cutoff of 
federal aid to a school system 
outside the South was in 1972 
involved the Ferndale, Mich., 
school district. 


Title VI prohibits federal aid 
to schools that discriminate on 
the basis of race, color or 
national origin. 


“We regret that we were 
unable to negotiate voluntary 
compliance in these case,” 
Gerry 
said 
of the 
seven 
citiations. 
"H owever, 
school 
a d ­ 
ministrators should bear in 
mind that legal proceedings 
can be dismissed at any time 
voluntary 
com pliance 
is 
achieved 
and 
we 
would 
welcome that result,” he said in 
a statement. 
“The object is to protect the 
rights of persons served by 
federally funded programs and 
a voluntary resolution is faster 
and less expensive than litiga­ 
tion. 
The seven school systems 
have 20 days to reply as to 
whether they want an adminis­ 
trative hearing. But. the HEW 
spokesman said, “its been a 
long time since anybody turned 
us down.” 


The hearing is held to allow 
the school system to answer 
HEW’s charges. 
If it refuses the opportunity 
for a hearing, HEW has the 
option of cutting off funds 
immediately.

Deaf Ears 
Duerk said other m ajor 
drawbacks to industrial expan­ 
sion in Ohio, in addition to the 
lack of natural gas, were high 
tangible property taxes and 
high labor wage rates. 
He said efforts to enact laws 
to provide industrial tax incen­ 
tives were unsuccessful, and 
that for the last 20 months it had 
been like “talking to deaf ears 
as far as talking to the majority 
leadership about the problems 
of jobs and the problem of in­ 
dustrial development in Ohio.”
